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More jobs 
go as part 
of council 
budget cuts 

MORE than 120 jobs will 
be axed at Dudley Council 
in the wake of £34 million 
of cuts. 

Finance bosses said 115 
voluntary redundancies and 
11 compulsory redundancies 
were planned during the 
2014/15 financial year as the 
council struggles to balance 
its books. 

The number of voluntary 
redundancies is higher than 
originally thought but there 
have been fewer compul¬ 
sory redundancies, council 
bosses said. 

It follows the council 
axing 621 jobs over the past 
three years, which cost the 
council £13m in severance 
and pension costs. 

Deputy council leader 
Councillor Pete Lowe said: 
“In the light of reduced 
funding from national gov¬ 
ernment we are working 
on smarter and more inno¬ 
vative ways of delivering 
services. 

“With regard to staffing 
levels we are also look¬ 
ing to reduce the need for 
compulsory redundancies 
by encouraging voluntary 
redundancies, managing 
vacancies and redeploying 
staff to other areas wher¬ 
ever possible. 

“Inevitably, however, 
there will be some compul¬ 
sory redundancies as a re¬ 
sult of the agreed budget for 
2014/15.”_ 

So SATs the 
way to do it 

THE number of children 
reaching their expected 
levels in reading, writing 
and maths in Dudley has 
jumped by four per cent. 

Key Stage Two SATs re¬ 
sults show that 78 per cent 
of primary school pupils in 
the borough achieved a level 
four or above in those areas. 
That is a boost on last year, 
double the national rate, 
and is up six per cent from 
2012. 

The results put Dudley 
pupils joint top for boroughs 
in the Black Country, along 
with Wolverhampton. 


CHARITY SHOP 
THIEF IS JAILED 


A WOMAN who stole almost £5,000 
from a charity shop to fund her part¬ 
ner’s drug addiction has been jailed. 

Pauline Smith had been convicted of two sim¬ 
ilar offences when she was given a job at the 
Salvation Army shop in Halesowen. 

But after only seven months Smith, of Flavell Avenue in 
Coseley, returned to stealing, pocketing a total £4,932 in 


20 separate occasions over 
three months. She took the 
money from the takings, 
which she banked at the end 
of each day. 

Sentencing Smith to one 
year in jail, Recorder David 
Burns said: “I have to sen¬ 
tence you to prison, this is 
an appalling breach of trust. 
The Salvation Army took 
a chance on you and you 
threw it back in their face. 

Glimmer 

“I was going to give you 
18 months but I have re¬ 
duced it to 12 months. That 
takes into account the fact 
you pleaded guilty early and 
some glimmer of apprecia¬ 
tion of what you have done.” 

Mrs Emma Wynne-Owen, 
prosecuting, told the hear¬ 
ing Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Friday that Smith, 
aged 55, was caught after 
paperwork showing bank 
deposits went missing. 

An investigation showed 
Smith stole money on 20 oc¬ 
casions between April 2 and 
June 26 this year. Smith 
admitted the theft to her 
bosses and police. 

She joined the shop in 
Hagley Road as a volunteer 
before being offered a per¬ 
manent employee position 
in September 2013. 

Mrs Wynne-Owen said: 
“She said she was in finan¬ 
cial difficulties at the time 
and used the funds to pay 
for her partner’s drug ad¬ 
dition and living expenses.

Her intent was to repay 
the money but it escalated 
out of control. This was the 
third time she had commit¬ 
ted an offence with severe 
breach of trust.” 

Mr Simon Hanns, de¬ 
fending, said: “She entered 
a into a relationship with a 
gentleman who was a her¬ 
oin addict, he would use the 
money. There must have 
been some plan but it is 
clearly unsophisticated. It 
was inevitable she would be 
caught. She has managed to 
get out of the relationship 
and will take great care in 
future.” 

Smith must pay a £100 
victim surcharge but was 
not ordered to pay back the 
money owed. 

Mr Burns added: “This 
shows a disregard for the 
employer, they took a 
chance on her, they knew 
she had been in trouble for 
theft, they took a chance 
and they have been left 
thousands of pounds out of 
pocket.” 

Three years ago Smith 
was jailed for nine months 
after stealing jewellery 
worth more than £21,000 
while working as a cleaner. 

The Salvation Army 
Trading Company spokes¬ 
man Nick Morton said: 
“Thankfully these cases are 
extremely rare in our busi¬ 
ness.”

“I’m now awaiting replies 
from the French embassy 
to see how we go about get¬ 
ting the medals to their re¬ 
cipients. Many of them are 
90 or 91 years old now.” It 
is understood British veter¬ 
ans will be made knights of 
the order, equivalent to an 
MBE.

College in 
appeal on 
refusal of 
crossing 

DUDLEY College has 
lodged an appeal after plans 
for a pedestrian crossing be¬ 
tween two campuses were 
refused. 

Dudley College claims the 
crossing in Tower Street, 
Dudley, is needed to ensure 
a safer route for students 
between The Broadway and 
Evolve campuses. 

Councillors on a planning 
committee had thrown the 
idea out because of the po¬ 
tential impact of queuing 
traffic and waiting pedestri¬ 
ans. But in a statement on 
behalf of the college, plan¬ 
ning agents Delta Planning 
said the negative conse¬ 
quences of the crossing were 
‘mostly negligible’. 

The statement said: 
“The impacts on residen¬ 
tial amenity and air quality 
are mostly negligible and at 
worst minor, and are cer¬ 
tain not significant enough 
to warrant refusal. 

“This was the view ar¬ 
rived at by the planning, 
highways and environmen¬ 
tal officers at the officers 
at the council who recom¬ 
mended the application for 
approval.” 

The agent said the open¬ 
ing of Evolve meant it was 
‘imperative’ the crossing 
was introduced to improve 
pedestrain safety. The ap¬ 
peal will be decided at an 
inquiry later this year.

Conservatives in race to find new candidate 



Chris Kelly stands down 


THE Conservatives are searching for a candi¬ 
date to replace Dudley South MP Chris Kelly, 
who stunned colleagues by announcing he would 
stand down at the General Election. 

The 36-year-old has represented Dudley South 
for a single term. He is the ninth Tory MP from 
the 2010 intake to reveal plans to leave office. Mr 
Kelly’s announcement late on Sunday leaves the 
Conservatives facing a race against time to get 
a candidate for the key marginal, which he won 
from Labour in 2010 with a majority of 3,856. 

Mr Kelly, the Wolverhampton Grammar 
School educated son of the owner of West Bro¬ 
mwich lorry dealership Keltruck, has yet to give 
his reasons. He has said that he is not joining 


UKIP. He was one of 79 Tories to rebel against 
the party in 2011 to demand a referendum on 
Britain’s EU membership. 

Natalie Neale, chairman of Dudley South 
Conservative Association, said: “Chris Kelly has 
worked incredibly hard for the constituents of 
Dudley South as well as helping the Government 
implement its economic plans which have helped 
take us out of the Great Recession and back into 
growth. We will now begin the process of select¬ 
ing a Parliamentary Prospective Candidate to 
return a new Conservative MP to represent the 
hard-working taxpayers of Dudley South and 
continue to implement our long-term economic 
plan for the country.” 


Natasha Millward, Labour’s Dudley South 
candidate, said: “Voters in Dudley South know 
this Tory-led Government is letting them down 
and are rejecting its policies. That message has 
got through to Chris Kelly.

Cancer survivor on epic 


-the-world journey

SAM Greatrex is on a mission 
to travel around the world using 
only man-powered vehicles — 
bicycles and rowing boats. 

He also aims to break 11 world re¬ 
cords and to raise almost a quarter of 
a million pounds for charity while he 
goes globe-trotting. 

The epic journey will see the brave 
29-year-old from Halesowen team up with 
a number of other intrepid fundraisers to 
travel 32,000 miles by bike and row across 
both the Pacific and Atlantic oceans. They 
set off this week after a send-off by cycling 
great Hugh Porter at Halesowen Cycling 
Club. 

Sam aims to raise £240,000 for Macmil¬ 
lan Cancer Support after the help they gave 
him when he was diagnosed with non-Hodg¬ 
kin lymphoma when he was 10-years-old. 

He now works for the charity in Lon¬ 
don as part of its fundraising team. “If we 
manage it there will be a total of 11 world 
records broken, including nine Guinness 
World Records,” he said. “We’ve set our¬ 
selves a target of taking 18 months, al¬ 
though the first person ever to try it also 
said that, and it took him 13 years. 

Planning 

“I started planning it about five years 
ago. I sat down with some of my friends 
and asked them if they fancied it. They all 
said no, but I’ve managed to rope in a few 
unsuspecting people. 

“There’s going to be a team of people 
rowing for 24 hours a day for 70 days across 
the Atlantic ocean, so we’ll be taking it in 
turns so we can get some sleep but carry 
on rowing.” 

Sam will be the only person taking part in 
the whole trip, but will be joined by rowers 
for his trips across both the oceans. 

The fundraising trip will take him to 
some of the most beautiful and far-flung 
corners of the world. French authorities ban 
any rowing or kayaking across the Channel, 
so despite leaving Birmingham and cycling 
down to the south coast via London, the 
team officially started the ride in Paris. 

They are cycling through France first 
and then Spain before kayaking across the 
Strait of Gibraltar to Cueta. 


From there, they’ll get back on their 
bikes and cycle to Agadir in Morocco where 
they will begin the row across the Atlantic 
to Santa Marta in Columbia, which is ex¬ 
pected to take about 70 days. 

Then it’s back on the bike to cross South 
America via Columbia and Ecuador to 
Collao in Peru. From there, they will row 
across the Pacific to Brisbane, Australia, 
which they hope will take 90 to 120 days. 

Another bike ride to Darwin in north 
Australia will allow them to row to Bali be¬ 
fore island-hopping through Indonesia on 
bikes and kayaks to Singapore. 

Then it’s cycling all the way home, 
through Thailand, Laos, China, Kyrgyzstan, 
Uzbekistan, Turkmenistan and Iran, before 
crossing into Europe and cycling through 
Turkey, Greece, Albania, Croatia, Slovenia, 
Italy and finishing in Paris. 


“I planned the trip to make sure I could 
take in lots of different cultures,” said Sam. 
“I’m going to be cycling about 50 to 60 miles 
a week, so it won’t be like I will be cycling 
with my head down from dawn until dusk. 

“I started training for it about three years 
ago and I’ve been doing everything I can to 
train. I have an exercise bike under my desk 
and a rowing machine in my bedroom.” 

Sam splits his time between work in 
London and home at Halesowen where he 
enjoys escaping into the Clent Hills to get 
some more practice in on his bike. 

Sam said he has been keen to do some¬ 
thing unique to raise money for charity ever 
since he battled back from cancer. 

“It’s been an ambition of mine to do 
something unique for charity ever since 
I was diagnosed with non-Hodgkin lym¬ 
phoma when I was 10. was fortunate that 


my cancer treatment was working and I 
was in remission. But my MacMillan nurse 
was there for me for 18 years after the diag¬ 
nosis and that was always a brilliant person 
to be able to talk to.” 

If all goes to plan, the group will break 
two Explorers Web world records and nine 
Guinness World Records. The record for 
the fastest human-powered navigation of 
the world stands at five years 11 days so 
Sam will be hoping to smash that, as well as 
becoming the youngest person to complete 
the feat. The rowers will break a number 
of records. 

Sam said: “If we can raise £240,000, that 
is enough to build a new chemotherapy 
suite in a hospital then that will benefit 
thousands of people.”

Men are jailed after 
terrifying store raids 


STAFF were left trembling in fear during a 
series of armed raids at convenience stores 
across the Black Country, a judge said. 

Michael Scanlon and Gavin Reilly were jailed for 
11 years each for plotting robberies across Dudley, 
Wolverhampton and Sand well. 

Armed with axes and crowbars, they stole cigarettes and 
cash worth at least £47,000 from shops and petrol stations. 


Scanlon and Reilly were 
both jailed by Judge Amjad 
Nawaz. “There is very little 
in the way of mitigation and 
quite a lot in the way of ag¬ 
gravating features,” he said. 

“In one case, an axe was 
raised above the head of 
one victim. He was told to 
get on his knees with the 
threat that his head would 
be caved in if he didn’t.” 

Judge Nawaz said while 
no victims suffered serious 
physical injuries, the rob¬ 
beries would have caused 
psychological damage. 

He added: “We have 
seen CCTV image of staff 
trembling in fear, or hiding 
under the counter.” 

Scanlon, aged 34, of 
Rocket Pool Drive, Bilston, 
and Reilly, 34, formerly of 
Tipton Road, Sedgley, de¬ 
nied conspiring to rob 21 
stores but were convicted 
after a 24-day trial. Mr Ron¬ 
ald Jaffa, for Reilly, said: 
“There’s no stability in his 
life.” Scanlon’s solicitor said 
his client had not been at all 
the robberies. 

Alan Brookes, aged 44,

of Princip Street, Aston, 
Birmingham, had already 
pleaded guilty to his part in 
one of the robberies and was 
jailed earlier this year. 

The gang’s reign of terror 
lasted between September 
27, 2013, and January 4 in¬ 
cluding a raid at the Tesco 
petrol station, Fox Oak 
Road, Cradley Heath 

The mob sometimes car¬ 
ried out more than one raid 
in a day, such as November 
2, where they hit both the 
Shell petrol station in Sedg¬ 
ley Road, Woodsetton, and 
the Londis store in Tipton 
High Street. 

During a raid at Coseley 
Convenience Stores, in Et- 
tingshall Road, a worker 
put up a fight and Reilly left 
behind his phone. The get¬ 
away car, a Vauxhall Astra, 
was abandoned in Amble- 
side Close, Bradley. They 
made a crucial error, leaving 
a balaclava in the car, with 
traces of Reilly’s DNA. 


Drivers ‘ignored’ victim in road

A FAMILY have branded 
the actions of motorists 
‘disgusting’ after they drove 
past a young man left lying 
in the road after a suspected 
hit-and-run incident. 

Lewis Yale, the 22-year- 
old found seriously injured 
in a road in Tividale, near 
Oldbury, was struck by a car 
moments after getting off a 
bus. Officers also revealed 
that other motorists drove 
round him as he lay injured 
in Dudley Road East, in the 
early hours of Sunday. 

Detectives are searching 
for a silver car, possibly a 
Ford Fiesta, which they 
believe may have been in¬ 
volved in the collision. 

Officers originally con¬ 
sidered the possibility that 
Mr Yale had been assaulted. 
But now they say he was hit 
by a car as he crossed the 
road shortly after midnight, 
on the way home from his 
hotel job. 

One close relative, who 
asked not to be named, said: 
“It is absolutely disgusting 
to hear that they would do 
that.” 

An off-duty police officer 
came to his aid and he was 
taken to Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital.

Rescued pub set 
to be re-opened 

A PUB saved from being 
knocked down and re¬ 
placed by a shop will reo¬ 
pen this month. 

The Swan Inn, Long 
Lane, Halesowen, will 
open on September 24 fol¬ 
lowing a refurbishment by 
new owners Black Coun¬ 
try Ales. The Lower Gor- 
nal-based micro-brewery 
purchased the pub from 
Punch Taverns this year 
after a campaign by the 
community to stop a con¬ 
venience store being built 
on the site. Punch Taverns 
had applied for permission 
to changeuse after claim¬ 
ing the pub was no longer 
viable. 

Black Country Ales di¬ 
rector Angus McMeeking 
said: “It will be a specialist 
real ale pub. It is good to 
keep popular pubs like this 
open in the community.” 

House and park 
project progress 

WORK the £5 million res¬ 
toration at historic Light- 
woods House at Bearwood 
is likely to begin in Janu¬ 
ary. 

The Lightwoods Park 
and House Project Board 
has confirmed that work is 
expected to start at the be¬ 
ginning of next year on the 
site off Hagley Road after 
originally being scheduled 
for autumn. 

The work has been de¬ 
layed due to the complex¬ 
ity of the tendering process 
and will start after discus¬ 
sions between the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and con¬ 
tractors. Councillor Steve 
Eling said: “A starting 
date in early January 2015 
seems likely.” 


Sacked boss 'in glue plot 
to wreck Firkins bakery'

A FORMER boss of Firkins tried to sabotage 
the bakery by changing the locks and remov¬ 
ing cash registers from shops, an employ¬ 
ment tribunal heard. 

Ian Bolderston planned to cripple the bakeries 
after he was sacked as managing director for gross 
misconduct last year, the Birmingham hearing was 
told. 

It heard how, along with his wife Sarah and some of the 
company’s employees, he planned to capitalise on the firm’s 
demise by opening a rival business. 

A set of bizarre circumstances occurred over Easter 
weekend last year, when a string of Firkins shops across 
the Black Country were unable to open, including those 
in Halesowen Road, Netherton, Fountain Arcade, High 
Street, Dudley, High Street, Stourbridge, Bridgnorth Road, 
Wollaston, High Street, Lye and New Street, Dudley. 

Lorry drivers arriving to make deliveries in the early 
hours found keys did not work and tills and counters 
removed. Glue was also poured into the padlocks at five 
branches. 

Mystified 

The police were called but said no crime had been com¬ 
mitted. Then-owners Thomas and Margaret Adams were 
left mystified. The couple had merged their Northamp¬ 
ton-based family bakery, Oliver Adams with the Bolder- 
stons’ struggling Firkins business in 2011. 

The alleged conspiracy was revealed at an employment 
tribunal brought by Gail Dickens, a former area manager 
for the firm, who took action against Firkins’ parent com¬ 
pany, Newbridge Bakery Retail Ltd, claiming unfair dis¬ 
missal. 

In a ruling that Mrs Dickens, of Wollaston, had been dis¬ 
missed fairly, employment judge Christopher Gaskell gave 
details of a plot to damage the Firkins brand. 

His judgement states: “It emerged that there was a con¬ 
spiracy at large involving Mr and Mrs Bolderston and some 
other employees of the company, the strategy being firstly

to impose potentially fatal financial damage to the com¬ 
pany on the back of which Mr and Mrs Bolderston would 
then set up a rival business taking advantage of the custom 
and reputation and the trading brands of the company at a 
time when it was ill-suited to fight back. 

“Stage one of this plan appears to have been to change 
locks in a number of shops so as to prevent those shops 
from opening and trading after Easter, and also remove 
from the shops equipment which would be vital to the con¬ 
tinued operation of the respondent’s business and there¬ 
fore prevent that continued operation; and in due course, 
the equipment would be useful in the new business ven¬ 
ture which Mr and Mrs Bolderston intended to establish.” 

Mr Bolderston was said to be a charismatic businessman 
and withglamorous wife Sarah, they were full of big ideas 
when they rescued the 144-year-old firm in 2006. Their 
last known address is in Bratton, Shropshire. 

The judge said Mrs Dickens had initially been tasked by 
Mr Adams to help resolve the situation. But it transpired 
that she had been in on the conspiracy, asking a colleague 
if she was going to stay with the Adams or move to the

new Bolderston enterprise, the judge said. Mrs Dickens 
was even at one of the shops on Easter Sunday with Mrs 
Bolderston, who was removing equipment, the tribunal 
heard. She claimed to be coincidently passing at the time. 

In another incident she was telephoned by a store 
manager who said there were people in the shop remov¬ 
ing equipment - but she never reported any of this to Mr 
Adams, the tribunal heard. 

Her explanations as to why she took no action were la¬ 
belled ‘ridiculous’ by the judge. 

Mr Adams, who has now retired, said: “It was horren¬ 
dous; a terrible and bizarre time but I was thankful to the 
staff who worked hard to salvage the situation. Without 
them we never could have kept the business going.” 

The bakery, which has been in and out of administration 
since 2000, started at a single shop in Carters Green, West 
Bromwich, in 1870. In 2006 the Bolderstons stepped in to 
rescue Firkins from the brink of collapse. 

The new owners of Firkins are totally unconnected with 
these events. 


£3m rent® 
is owed to 
council in 
Sandwell 

MORE than £3 million is 
owed to Sandwell Council 
in rent arrears by 10,000 
residents. Finance bosses 
warned there would be ac¬ 
tion against those who re¬ 
fused to pay. 

At the end of June, 
£3,055,081.85 was owed to 
the council by 10,905 ten¬ 
ants but council chiefs say 
arrears have been around 
the £3 million mark for 
some time. 

Councillor Steve Eling, 
finance chief at the council, 
said they have to consider 
how to go about collecting 
the money, but issued a 
warning to those who refuse 
to pay. 

Struggling 

He said: “We understand 
that some people are strug¬ 
gling with multiple debts 
and a lot of the time they are 
in debt with payday lenders 
who charge astronomical 
amounts. With those people 
we have to make sure we 
try to help them so they can 
manage their debts and pre¬ 
vent them from getting into 
more debt. 

“Unfortunately, there are 
some people who just don’t 
want to pay and we do what 
we can to get the money 
back from them.” 

He added: “The total 
amount of money we get 
from rent is around £100 
million so it is just a small 
percentage that is outstand¬ 
ing and that is a reasonable 
figure.”

Shining light on our 
industrial heartland 


DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 
tells how the Black Country 
Echoes Festival celebrates 
our manufacturing heritage 

BLACK by day, red by night, 
the land of ‘perpetual twilight’ 
- this is our home, the Black 
Country. 

Exhibitions, events, open days 
and more are shining the light on 
this industrial heartland that has 
given the world so much through its 
toil. 

Following the success of the Black 
Country Festival, there will be 27 exhi¬ 
bitions and 87 events in more than 25 
venues from now until January, with 
the majority taking place throughout 
September. 

The Black Country Echoes Festival 
will celebrate the manufacturing herit¬ 
age of the Black Country from the 20th 
century to the present day with a par¬ 
ticular focus on the period since the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

Iconic 

A region that is still home to the high¬ 
est density of manufacturing in the UK, 
the Black Country has been responsible 
for the production of some of the world’s 
most ubiquitous products, from Chubb 
locks and Phoenix glassware, to the 
Queen’s handbags. 

One company, Chances Bros produced 
all the world’s light house lenses and fog 
horns, then changed their manufactur¬ 
ing from glass to wartime production of 
TNT and cyanide and back to glass pro¬ 
ducing handkerchief vases in the 1950s. 

The Black Country produced, and still 
produces parts for vehicles all over the 
world from tanks to factory machinery. 

The festival will feature some of the 
region’s iconic vehicles, from the rare 
Swallow Doretti made in Walsall and the

fun Frisky from Dudley, to the Villiers 
motorbikes from Wolverhampton and 
the fire engines from Simon Engineer¬ 
ing in Dudley. 

Exploring how this industrial herit¬ 
age has shaped the architecture, social, 
cultural and economic landscape to 
create the distinctive character of the 
Black Country, the festival will bring to 
life the globally important area and its 
communities. 

A programme of arts and photogra¬ 
phy exhibitions, heritage days, tours 
and canal boat trips, film screenings, 


live music, vintage events and classic 
car weekends are showing what it has 
given the world and what it still has to 
offer. 

Produced by WAVE, the galleries, 
museums and archives service in Wol¬ 
verhampton, the Black Country Echoes 
Festival has an official launch on Sep¬ 
tember 19. It will bring together more 
than 25 venues around the region, 
taking in Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Sandwell and Dudley. 

It will look at how the Black Country 
inspired the Lord of the Rings creator 


JRR Tolkien in his imagining of Mordor, 
the dark land controlled by the evil Sau- 
ron, due to his abhorrence of industry. 

The exhibition The Making of Mor¬ 
dor, will explore links between the 
Black Country’s industrial landscape 
and Tolkien’s fantasy fiction at Wolver¬ 
hampton Art Gallery. 

It will explore the artistic responses, 
from the early 1900s to present day, to 
the industrialisation of the Black Coun¬ 
try and surrounding region, examining 
in particular the struggle for dominance 
between nature and industry. 

In 1862, Elihu Burritt, the American 
Consul to Birmingham, described the re¬ 
gion as “black by day and red by night”. 

And in his 1851 book Rides on Rail¬ 
ways, Samuel Sidney, wrote: “In this 
Black Country... a perpetual twilight 
reigns during the day, and during the 
night fires on all sides light up the dark 
landscape with a fiery glow. 

Cinders 

“The pleasant green of pastures is 
almost unknown, the streams, in which 
no fishes swim, are black and unwhole¬ 
some; the natural dead flat is often 
broken by huge hills of cinders and 
spoil from the mines; the few trees are 
stunted and blasted; no birds are to be 
seen, except a few smoky sparrows; and 
for miles on miles a black waste spreads 
around, where furnaces continually 
smoke, steam-engines thud and hiss, 
and long chains clank, while blind gin- 
horses walk their doleful round.” 

Wolverhampton’s Light House will 
present large-scale projections of the re¬ 
gion’s rich photography archive, includ¬ 
ing rarely seen work by Nick Hedges, 
John Bulmer, Peter Donnelly and water 
colour artist Arthur Lockwood, as well 
as the Jubilee Arts Archive. 

Mr Bulmer was a photojournalist in 
1961 when, aged 23, he was sent to the 
Black Country to document the Sixties 
in the north and outside of London for 
Town Magazine. He captured iconic im¬ 
ages in streets in Tipton and Bilston. 



ED Balls is something of a sur¬ 
vivor. For years critics within his 
own party have been wanting 
him off the front bench, believ¬ 
ing him to be a liability when it 
comes to Labour trying to get 
back into office. 

The Tories enjoy painting the 
Shadow Chancellor as one of 
the men who crashed the car 
when Britain fell into recession. 
There was recently an unfortu¬ 
nate actual minor collision be¬ 
tween his car and a parked one, 
after which he failed to stop and 
got fined £900, but that’s not 
what they’re on about. 

Mr Balls’ critics think he reeks 
of the failings of the past that 
saw Gordon Brown eventual¬ 
ly turfed out of Number 10. Yet 
he seemed quite content out 
knocking doors in Hednesford 
as Labour mounts its assault on 
Cannock Chase - one of the key 
seats it has to win to have any 
hope of a majority next year. 

He’s wound up some within 
his party for ruling out the idea 
of tax rises to help fund the NHS. 
And he’s dangled the prospect 
of Labour looking for some sort 
of exit from HS2 if the estimated 
costs increase again. 

He’s also prepared to admit 
his party’s failings on immigra¬ 
tion and acknowledges the need 
to tighten up on free movement 
within the European Union, par¬ 
ticularly the ability to work in 
Britain then send tax credits to 
family in another country. 

Reassurance 

This sort of talk, which should 
appeal to the centre ground and 
to those who are not natural La¬ 
bour voters, does not sound like 
someone who is considered by 
some to be some sort of elector¬ 
al Jonah aboard the party ship. 

UKIP is taking votes off La¬ 
bour as well as the Tories so 
Labour needs to be able to offer 
some reassurance that with Mr 
Balls in Number 11 and Ed Mili¬ 
band in Number 10 there won’t 
be a sudden tax raid on the 
‘squeezed middle’. 

Ed Balls’ line of attack has 
been knocked back a lot by fig¬ 
ures that show the economy is 
growing again. He is now po¬ 
sitioning himself as asking the 
question ‘whose recovery is it 
anyway’ by flagging up wages 
and the cost of living. 

Whether voters are prepared 
to accept a key Brown ally at the 
Treasury again next year remains 
to be seen. But he’s at least ac¬ 
knowledged that Labour can’t 
win as a party of tax and spend. 

Still on the subject of Ed Balls’ 
visit to Staffordshire, his door 
knocking resulted in some very 
pleasant exchanges with some 
devoted Labour supporters. 

Encouraging as I’m sure it 
was for the Shadow Chancellor, 
I couldn’t help but think he might 
have done better to talk to a few 
people who voted Tory in 2010. 
Cannock Chase produced the 
biggest swing in the country to 
the Conservatives. They might 
have explained what it was they 
disliked so much about Labour.

HUNDREDS of motorcyclists rolled 
out to remember a cancer victim on a 
memorial ride to a popular bikers’ cafe 
near Bridgnorth. 

Brandon Carter, from Colley Gate, 
Cradley, died in May aged 27 after a 
battle against lung cancer. 

Friends and family gathered to pay 
tribute to the biking enthusiast and 
replicate a ride which he took back 
in January when organisers set up an 
event for him to have the chance to 
ride on a Harley Davidson machine as 
one of his dying wishes.

They set off led by one bike carrying 
photographs of Brandon and went to 
a bikers’ cafe at Quatt in Shropshire. 

The memorial ride took place as 
many of the group were unable to at¬ 
tend the burial which took place in 
Eastbourne - where Mr Carter origi¬ 
nally lived. 

His mother Carole, 55, said: “This is 
the first time I’ve been back here since 
we lost Brandon and I’m overwhelmed 
to see the people here who have come 
together for my son.” 

Mr Brenton, who now rides a 
Yamaha 950 Midnight Star Cruiser, 
added: “It is brilliant. When Brandon 
watched the Terminator and there was 
the Harley on it and ever since he saw 
that he wanted to ride on one.”

On track for space 
age atrium at station 


THIS is the first glimpse in¬ 
side the giant atrium at Bir¬ 
mingham New Street station 
as demolition work contin¬ 
ues as part of a £750million 
redevelopment project. 

Although still very much a 
building site, it offers the chance 
to see how a huge glass roof will 
let light into the whole complex 
when it opens to the public in Sep¬ 
tember next year. 

When completed the eye-catching 
feature will cover an area the size of 
a football pitch and will overlook 12 
platforms. 

Around 140,000 passengers a day 
are expected to travel through the con¬ 
course every day. 

Approximately 6,000 tons of rein¬ 
forced concrete, which formed part of 
the original 1960s-style railway sta¬ 
tion, is being demolished to make way 
for the concourse space. 

Over 95 per cent of the waste mate¬ 
rial will be re-used on site or recycled. 

The atrium roof was lowered into 
place last month to allow demolition 
work to start. 

Also on track to open next autumn 
is the Grand Central Birmingham 
shopping centre which will be home to 
60 stores including John Lewis, Cath 
Kidston, Fat Face and Monsoon Acces¬ 
sorize. There will also be restaurants 
and cafes. Brands including Giraffe, 
Carluccios, Caffe Concerto, Pho, Tor¬ 
tilla, Tapas Revolution, Crepe Affaire, 
Yo! Sushi and Square Pie wil be among 
those opening. 

Sir Albert Bore, the leader of Bir¬ 
mingham City Council said: “Grand 
Central will also be a great meeting 
point and with the range and variety 
of new restaurants it will give people 
an even wider choice of places to dine 
when they are here in the city for busi¬ 
ness or pleasure.”

crime commissioiier wants to 
switch speed cameras back on 


speed cameras could be turned back on in the Black Country as 
the new police and crime commissioner pledged to work on cutting 
down the number of people killed and injured on the roads. 

Following his appointment, David Jamieson said switching the fixed devices 
back one was one of his top priorities - despite West Midlands Police facing 
almost £100million of cuts over the next four years. 

The 67-year-old former Labour transport minister said the cameras were proven to re¬ 
duce fatalities on the roads and promised a fresh look at how pay for the cameras. But he 

' admitted it was unlikely all cameras would 
be turned back on, promising only to turn 
on devices where there had been a casualty 
and the local community wanted them. 

The pledge comes as a trial is being 
launched by the West Midlands Road Safety 
Partnership, which includes Birmingham 
City Council and West Midlands Police, for 
12 fixed speed cameras in Birmingham. 

Mr Jamieson said: “From 2001 to 2005, 
I was dealing with a road safety brief, we 
started to reel out cameras, with local people 
determining where they wanted to cameras 
to go. Unfortunately one of the first acts of 
the coalition Government was to stop that. 
The burden of costs fell with the police and 
councils and we ultimately saw the cameras 
switched off. 

“I am hoping we can eventually find 
funding to put the cameras back in hous¬ 
ing across the West Midlands, including the 
Black Country, where people need them.” 

Mr Jamieson said money raised by speed¬ 
ing motorists taking driver awareness 
courses could be spent on turning on some 
of the cameras. He added: “The culture 
on the road has changed - people now see 
speeding as unacceptable, when perhaps in 
the past it wasn’t looked on so badly. A lot of 
people are extremely responsible but this is 
about making it difficult for those going too 
fast on our roads.” 

Mr Jamieson took over from Bob Jones 
as police and crime commissioner after Mr 
Jones died, aged 59 in July. He was voted in 
at a by-election which had a 10.41 per cent 
turn-out.

Air-locks 
pledge in 
revision of 
wasteplan 

A FRESH bid to build a 
waste plant in Brierley Hill 
has been launched despite 
a previous scheme being 
thrown out after residents 
campaigned against it. 

Clean Power Properties 
has submitted a second 
planning application for a 
site off Moor Street, promis¬ 
ing to address concerns over 
bad smells. 

It says improved air con¬ 
trol will ‘further reinforce’ 
its claim that the proposed 
plant would have no nega¬ 
tive impact on the commu¬ 
nity. 

Impact 

It is again likely to face 
opposition from the Say No 
To Waste campaign group. 

Group member, Rachel 
Harris, also a councillor for 
Brierley Hill, said: “I don’t 
believe these changes that 
Clean Power have proposed 
will fundamentally impact 
on the views of the resi¬ 
dents. 

“We do not think the de¬ 
velopment is suitable for the 
area.” 

In the revised application 
internal air-locks are pro¬ 
posed at three vehicle en¬ 
trances to the building. 

This is Clean Power’s 
second application to Dud¬ 
ley Council after its initial 
proposals were thrown out 
amid concerns smells could 
waft over homes. 

The six-acre plant could 
process about 195,000 tons 
of waste a year, creating en¬ 
ergy for up to 10,000 homes. 

The firm say it would cre¬ 
ate 34 jobs.

LEWIS Carrington was born to be a star. 
A natural funnyman, he won the nation’s 
hearts in the TV documentary Grimefighters. 

Known as Lew to his friends, he laughs 
easily as he recalls his brush with fame and 
as the unlikely adopted ambassador for the 
city of Wolverhampton. 

Topping 1,500 members of his 
Grimefighters’ Fan Club on social networking 
website Facebook, Lew had his supporters 
clamouring for him to appear in the New 
Year’s Honours list. 

Still a well-known character on the city 
streets four years after sharing his unique 
take on life before the cameras, Lew is now 
enjoying retirement from his life of grime 


and a cameo appearance on Harry Hill’s Get 
Toasted. 

But hidden beneath the smiles and 
priceless one-liners, the jovial comic genius 
was struggling with another often-comedic 
subject - dentures.

Says Lew: ”1 was using a bucket-load of 
fixative just to keep my teeth in. They’d be 
okay for half-an-hour and then they’d be 
dancing all over the place. 


“My top denture wasn’t too bad, but the 
lower moved all around with eating and 
laughing was risky. I’d had the trouble for 
years - every time I’d have a bit of tough 
steak, I was done for. 

“I was a bit apprehensive, but I need not 
have been. I had two implants to stabilise 
my lower denture and I never felt a thing. 
I expected a lot of discomfort, but after a 
couple of days I was absolutely fine. 

“Steve made me the over-dentures for the 
bottom and a new top set of teeth. They 
are absolutely great. Nothing was too much 
trouble for any of the friendly staff and going 
to see Steve was a pleasure. 

“Going to the dentist had never been 


so good and I am over the moon with the 
results.” 

On his star role in Grimefighters, Lew 
recalls: “There were some funny moments. 
We’d had a call to pick up a dead cat in 
Penfields. They said the animal was on the 
end of a drive. I looked everywhere and 
couldn’t see it. 

“There was a charity collection going on 
in the road where people had left clothing in 
bags for pick up. By the time I’d found out 
that the cat had been put into one of them, 
it had been collected by the charity and the 
van was disappearing down the road. 

“Somebody was gong to get a surprise,” 
adds Lew with a wry smile.

Bought as a slave, the Molineux 
family put him on road to success 


HE was bought as a slave to the 
influential Molineux family. But 
George Africanus went on to be¬ 
come one of the Midlands most 
successful businessmen, form¬ 
ing an employment agency for 
domestic staff. 

Now the remarkable life of Afri¬ 
canus could soon form part of the his¬ 
tory curriculum in schools following a 
lottery-funded project researching his 
rags to riches story. 

It is thought George Africanus was prob¬ 
ably brought by a Bristol sea captain from 
Sierra Leone in 1763, and given as a pres¬ 
ent to the wealthy Molineux family, who 
had made their fortune as ironmasters and 
bankers. Benjamin Molineux, whose father 
John had set up as an ironmaster in Horse- 
ley Fields, Wolverhampton, acquired the 
sprawling Molineux House in Tup Street in 
1732, as part of a deal worth £700. 

And it was here where George Africanus’

spent his formative years. Ordinarily, some¬ 
body of his background would have become 
just another downtrodden slave. However 
Benjamin Molineux and his son George ap¬ 
peared to demonstrate an unusual benevo¬ 
lence, treating him almost as a member of 
their own family. 

He was taught to read and write, trained 
as a hairdresser, and was even allowed 
to take up an apprenticeship as a brass 
founder. 

Now, a party of historians based in Not¬ 
tingham, where Africanus made his money, 
travelled to Wolverhampton to see doc¬ 
uments relating to his early life - at the 
archives centre at Molineux House, where 
Africanus spent his formative years. Nine 
members from the Belong Nottingham 
charity, which looks at aspects of ethnic 
minority culture in the city, called into the 


Wolverhampton Archive Centre to see the 
documents it held. 

The group has secured a £69,000 lottery 
grant which it is using to develop a teaching 
programme to be used in schools. 

The earliest record relating to him states 
that he was baptised at St Peter’s Church 
on March 31, 1766, and this may have been 
a clue to the family’s intentions. 

Belief 

Wolverhampton playwright and historian 
Jefny Ashcroft, who has researched his life, 
said: “It was a commonly held belief at the 
time that if a slave had been baptised they 
were legally a free person. Thus the Mo- 
lineuxs may have deliberately had George 
christened to show their future good inten¬ 
tions. 

At the age of 14 the family arranged for 
him to take up an apprenticeship with a 
Wolverhampton brass-founder, and the 
skills he learned put him in good stead for 
when in 1784 he set off for a new life in Not¬ 
tingham, at the age of 21. 


The family had connections in Notting¬ 
ham and Africanus used the variety of skills 
he learned in Wolverhampton to make his 
way in Nottingham, taking up jobs as a 
waiter, hairdresser, and in a brass foundry, 
and in 1878 he was sufficiently well es¬ 
tablished to marry a local woman, Esther 
Shaw. 

He invested in property, which he rented 
out, and this also allowed him to vote as a 
‘freeman’, as well as enabling him to serve 
on the local Watch Committee. 

And when it became evident that slavery 
was going to be abolished in 1772, the en¬ 
terprising former slave spotted a business 
opportunity. 

As slave owners started getting rid of 
their servants, often turfing them penniless 
out onto the streets, he and his wife Esther 
set up an employment agency placing desti¬ 
tute ex-slaves in paid positions as servants. 

George returned to Wolverhampton, 
perhaps for the last time, in 1800, bringing 
his child, Sarah to be baptised at St Peter’s 
church. He died in 1834.

New machines to blitz potholes

NEW machinery is being used to re¬ 
pair potholes on streets across the 
Dudley borough. 

Council chiefs say the equipment, 
which enables less material to be 
used, could save the authority around 
£75,000 each year. 

The new method of fixing potholes 
uses equipment which only removes 
the necessary material required for a 
repair. 

This contrasts to the conventional 
technique where deeper holes are 


created, meaning more materials are 
needed to fill it in. It is also said to 
be more environmentally sound as the 
dug-up road material will be stored by 
the new machines and recycled to use 
to fill in holes elsewhere. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabi¬ 
net member responsible for transpor¬ 
tation, said: “This is a great result. It 
is well-known that we are receiving re¬ 
duced government funds, so it is vital 
that we continue to find shrewd ways 
of saving money, while improving our 


performance. This new equipment will 
save not only money for taxpayers, but 
it will also save time and make less 
noise for passers-by.” 

Earlier this year Dudley Council 
was awarded a government grant of 
£567,000 to carry out repairs. 

The work began in June and the 
funding must be spent by March 2015. 

Potholes are assessed within 24 
hours of being reported and, if dan¬ 
gerous, work is undertaken as soon as 
possible.

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More new

THE number of new homes 
registered in the West Mid¬ 
lands was up by 14.8 per 
cent from May to July. 

The increase was well 
ahead of the national aver¬ 
age with the number regis¬ 
tered in the region up from 
2,795 in the same three 
months last year to 3,211. 

Across the UK in May to 
July the rise was one per 
cent according to figures 
from the National House 
Building Council which 
showed there were 38,099 
registered in total, com¬ 
pared to 37,738 in 2013. 

The private sector contin¬ 
ues to drive overall growth 
with numbers up nearly 
seven per cent nationally 
from 27,028 to 28,861 with 
the public sector down on 
2013 levels by 14 per cent 
from 10,710 to 9,238. 

NHBC’s chief executive 
Mike Quinton said: “Our 
latest statistics continue the 
trend seen during the year 
to date, with monthly vol¬ 
umes remaining steady and 
consolidating on last year’s 
overall levels.” 


Fresh talks over 
future of mental 
health services 


A NEW consultation is being held 
over the future of a drop-in cen¬ 
tre for people who suffer mental 
health problems in Dudley. 

People who use Dove House have 
also started to apply for grants and 
intend to hold fundraising events to 
keep the centre open. 

It comes after charity Dudley Mind, 
which runs the centre, revealed plans ear¬ 
lier this year to end drop-in centre services 
at Dove House. 

Upset 

The move upset people who regularly 
had sessions at Dove House, which is based 
on the grounds of Dudley’s Bushey Fields 
Hospital. 

The centre provides a range of day activi¬ 
ties and also serves as a meeting place each 
week for those who use it. 

The charity said it wanted to move its 


services into the community as part of a 
new programme called Empowering Recov¬ 
ery in the Community. 

Under the scheme, the drop-in facili¬ 
ties would be run at other locations, such 
as community centres, and peer support 
groups will also be started. 

A weekly advice and support surgery was 
also planned. 

The building, in Bushey Fields Road, 
on the Russells Hall estate, would then be 
taken over for use by inpatients from the 
hospital’s wards during the run-up to leav¬ 
ing hospital. 

But the charity put the plans on hold 
after campaigners held public protests 
against the move. 

A new consultation meeting was due to 
take place this week at Dove House to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

Campaigners were expected to attend 
along with health bosses and officials from 
Dudley Mind.

Mr Beasley said: “We just want to 
raise as much money as possible re¬ 
ally because the more money we raise 
the more equipment they can buy for 
Charlie. We decided to raise money for 
him because he is the grandson of one 
of the founders of the club”

Bid to preserve a town’s 
stained glass war memorial 


AN APPEA1 has been launched to 
help preserve an important glass 
First World War memorial. 

The stained glass window carries 
the names of 64 men from Langley 
who were killed in the Great War. It 
has been removed from its home in 
St Michael and All Angels Church, 
Causeway Green Road, Langley 
Green, after it was bought and rede¬ 
veloped, and is currently in a garage 
in Smethwick. 

Dr Terry Daniels, who is looking 
after the three-panel window, said 
the Langley Local History Society 
is looking to raise £10,000 so it can 
be stored safely and displayed ain 
the nearby Zion United Reformed 
Church. 

Dr Daniels said: “It’s the only me¬ 
morial that has the names for people 
in Langley killed during the war on 
it. In a sense it is owned by the peo¬ 


ple of Langley who contributed to its 
purchase in 1920.” 

He added that not every man from 
Langley is named on the memorial, 
it is not known why, but the society 
is planning to carry out research on 
every one for a book.

Once the money is raised, 
the three panels of the window will 
be mounted in metal frames with in¬ 
tegral LED back-lighting. 

Along with the window, the me¬ 
morial cross which stood outside 
the church is also on the move. The 
stone statue will be rededicated in 
the Langley’s High Street, in the 
grounds of the Ebenezer Wesleyan 
Reform Church.

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£1.3m plan 

on track to 
ease rail 
car parking 

WORK on a £1.3 million scheme to extend 
the park and ride service at Stourbridge 
Junction railway station and create an extra 
178 parking spaces will get under way be¬ 
fore the end of the year. 

Centro is working to appoint a contractor to de¬ 
velop land to the north of the current overflow car 
park in Rufford Road. 

The proposals follow a 
rising demand for spaces as 
both the main car park, off 
Chawn Hill, and the over¬ 
flow site are full to capacity. 

Plans for the scheme were 
approved last year. Centro 
spokesman Steve Swingler 
confirmed work would start 
later this year and a contrac¬ 
tor was due to be appointed 
in the coming weeks. 

Storage 

The new site is located be¬ 
tween the Birmingham and 
Worcester rail track and 
industrial units on Rufford 
Road. 

The site is owned by Cen¬ 
tro and is currently only 
used for the storage of bus 
shelters and general waste. 

As well as the new spaces, 
there will be a covered walk¬ 
way for customers. CCTV 
cameras and lights will also 
be installed as well as a Help 
Point facility linked to the 
Network Safety and Secu¬ 
rity Centre. 

The main car park has 
381 spaces and the overflow 
car park has 401 spaces. 

But there is a large demand 
for the spaces with the car 
parks often full to capacity 
by the end of the morning 
rush hour. Nearby roads 
also become clogged with

The planning application, 
submitted by Centro senior

With space for up to seven, a 
sleeker look, a higher quality in¬ 
terior and some seriously smart 
technology under the skin, the 
latest Nissan X-Trail has ma¬ 
tured very nicely. 

It’s now positioned halfway be¬ 
tween the Qashqai and the Path¬ 
finder, offering crossover aesthetics 
with proper SUV mechanicals.

Practicality is notably improved. The 
middle row of seats recline and slide 
while, where fitted, the third row folds 
forward to increase luggage space.

DRIVETIME 3i 


supermini 
is setting 
standard

Citroen’s DS3 supermini has proved to be 
the strongest Citroen sales success story of 
recent years. 

Now it’s been lightly refreshed with more efficient 
Euro6-compliant engines, smart new lights on select¬ 
ed versions and some extra hi-tech equipment op¬ 
tions. 

Otherwise, the recipe is much as before, with a three- 
door-only range of hard-top or cabrio models, striking prac¬ 
tical design both inside and out, a range of proven engines 
and a huge variety of personalisation options. 

This DS3 is a trendy small car in the MINI or Fiat 500 
mould. Nothing especially ground-breaking about that, you 
might think - but stop and consider for a moment. 

Before this Citroen arrived, established thinking suggest¬ 
ed that a fashionable little urban trinket of this kind had 
to have a ‘retro’ look, with style harking back to an older 
classic model: all very nice but also pretty cramped when it 
came to carrying people and packages. 

So the DS3 turned that thinking on its head, complete¬ 
ly new and practical but also instantly iconic. Other brands 
have tried the same thing but with this car, only Citroen 
has truly succeeded. Now the formula has been subtly im¬ 
proved. 

So what’s it like to drive? 

Well, you get in and settle into a sculpted seat that’s set 
sporty. Ahead of you, the compact steering wheel feels 
just right and all the vital dials are set in a deeply-cowled, 
chrome-edged triple pod. Turn the key and both speedo 
and rev counter zip around their dials and return to zero. 
You’re ready to go. 

Pokier 

Under the bonnet of mainstream hard-top and cabrio 
models, petrol people get the choice of an entry-level 82bhp 
petrol 1.2 or various forms of 1.6-litre power, either a 120bhp 
VTi model or the THP 155bhp turbocharged unit. That ver¬ 
sion makes 62 from rest in just 7.3 seconds on the way to 
135mph, so it’s as quick as a pricier MINI Cooper S. 

There’s even a pokier 204bhp ‘Racing’ version offered in 
limited numbers to cabrio buyers. 

The major change though, is in the diesel range where 
more modern ‘BlueHDi’ 100 and 120bhp units are offered 
for the first time. 

Prices start at around £12,500 but there’s a premium of 
just over £2,500 to pay if you want the desirable cabrio ver¬ 
sion. 

Citroen is keen to emphasis the amount of technology it 
has squeezed into the DS3. DSign, DStyle and DSport are 
the main trim levels and the options list includes items such 
as cruise control with a speed limiter, a classy MPS-com¬ 
patible stereo system with a sub woofer in the boot and the 
MyWay satellite navigation system. 

Safety equipment includes ESP stability control as stand¬ 
ard an advanced ABS braking system and six airbags. 

Personalisation is a term that is cropping up with increas¬ 
ing regularity when we talk about trendy small cars and 
this revised DS3 further embraces it with things like a la¬ 
ser-etched dashboard strip and a screen-printed rear win¬ 
dow. There are wider colour and wheel options too. 

As before, the roof, mirrors, dashboard, rubbing strips 
and wheels come in various colours and whichever body¬ 
work colour you choose, you get a matching key fob. 

Clever 

Safety-wise, buyers also now get the chance to specify 
the clever ‘Active City Brake’ system. Here, a radar scans 
the road ahead at low speeds. 

If a potential collision hazard is detected, you’ll be 
warned. If you don’t respond - or aren’t able to - the car 
with automatically brake to reduce the severity of any result¬ 
ing accident. 

The revised DS3 models get new Euro 6-compliant die¬ 
sel and petrol engines. Diesel drivers now get the choice of 
BlueHDi 120 and BlueHDi 100 units, both engines offering 
more power and lower emissions. 

Thanks to the use of leading-edge technology, including 
SCR (Selective Catalytic Reduction), NOx emissions are cut 
by 90 per cent, while C02emissions are cut by up to four 
per cent. 

The BlueHDi 100 variant is class-leading in terms of emis¬ 
sions, producing just 79g/km of C02. The BlueHDi 120 
emits 94g/km of C02. 

As well as reducing emissions and delivering greater lev¬ 
els of performance, both engines improve fuel efficiency, 
boasting figures of up to 94mpg for the BlueHDi 100 and up 
to 78mpg for the BlueHDi 120 version. 

Citroen has also developed a Euro 6-compliant entry-level 
petrol unit, the ‘PureTech e-VTi 82 ETG’. Delivering 69mpg 
over a combined cycle and producing just 95g/km of C02, it 
comes only with the automated manual ETG (Efficient Tron¬ 
ic Gearbox).

A double act to impress 


The Mitsubishi ASX (pictured be¬ 
low) has been refreshed, but the 
changes aren’t too far-reaching. 
Still, the pricing is even more 
competitive and there’s a lot to 
like about this versatile and re¬ 
liable contender for compact 
soft-roading SUV and crossover 
customers. 

The powerplants on offer are advanced 
petrol and diesel units that were developed 
in-house. The petrol engine option is a 1,6-li- 
tre 115bhp unit with MIVEC variable valve 
timing technology. It’s offered exclusively 
with the front-wheel-drive transmission and 
generates 154Nm of torque at 4,000rpm. 

Most opt for the 1.8-litre DiD diesel which 
packs 114bhp and 300Nm of torque from 


3,500rpm. That’s a lot of grunt for a unit of 
this size and there’s no shortage of tech¬ 
nology behind it. The engine is of all-al¬ 
uminium construction with common-rail 
injection. It’s a little gruff but undeniably ef¬ 
fective and the extra soundproofing added 
to these current models helps refinement. 

This DiD unit is offered in both front and 
four wheel-drive guise with a six-speed 
manual gearbox in place of the petrol’s 
five-speed item. It replaced the 148bhp 
diesel unit that the ASX was launched with, 
and while this engine’s meagre 114bhp 
can’t of course match the performance 
of its predecessor, it offers much lower 
carbon dioxide emissions, which is often 
an easier sell these days. There’s also a 
flagship 2.2-litre diesel automatic variant. 

The Mitsubishi Outlander PHEV (pic¬ 
tured right) is a plug-in hybrid that can’t fail

good, even without the 
sound of an engine to

to impress. It’ll get over 32 miles on a full 
electric charge, which means that many 
commutes will cost pennies in energy 
charges. The 44g/km emissions figure also 
means free London congestion charge 
and a minuscule benefit-in-kind tax bill. 

The Outlander PHEV uses a 2.0-litre 
petrol engine and a pair of electric mo¬ 
tors on each axle, giving all-wheel drive 
and a combined power output in the 
region of 220bhp. So it’s pretty spright¬ 
ly when you bury the throttle, although 
Mitsubishi’s quoted sprint to 62mph 


of 11 seconds sounds strangely slow. 

Driven in full electric mode you’ll feel 
the huge torque of the motors and be able 
to cruise at motorway speeds on elec¬ 
tric power alone, although not for too far. 

Refinement is very good, even without 
the sound of an engine to drown out wind 
and tyre noise. There’s a very handy fea¬ 
ture included where you can request the 
battery holds a particular level of charge 
and you can also use the petrol engine 
as a generator, to drive battery pow¬ 
er back up to 70 per cent of its capacity.

feat in winning all four Grand Slam 
events in 2013 

“2013 was the start of a great part¬ 
nership for me and Yui and it’s very 
exciting to see how far we’ve come 
together,” said Whiley,. 

The US Open Wheelchair Tennis 
Competition begins tonight (Thurs¬ 
day) and continues until Sunday.
